WHY HE WAS KILLED. 


4 REMAREABLE CHAPTER IN IRISH 
REVOLUTIONARY HISTORY. 


CHARGES AGAINST THE CLAN-NA-GAEL 


How They Secured Control of the Irish Land 
League—The Policy of Sulliyan—Cro- 
nin’s Suspicion of MaMeasance, 


CHIcaGco, December 17.—[Special.]—The 
conviction of the Cronin prisoners brings to a 
close one of the most remarkable trials which 
has ever grown out of the revolutionary efforts 
of the Irish people. Trials there have been 
before, but they have always been in the Eng- 
lish courts against Irish patriots, where the 
judges were prejudiced, juries packed and all 
the efforts of the government were used for the 
conviction of the prisoners, regardless of evi- 
dence or ameliorating circumstances. In this 
case, however, the trial has been before an 
American court, under influences entirely 
favorable to the Irish people and to the cause 
in which theircountrymen at home are en- 
gaged. 

THE (CLAN-NA-GAEL, 

A study of the case, it inust be stated, shows 
that it is entirely different from the cases al- 
luded to in Ireland, in that the unfortunate 
tragedy grew out of a factional spirit which is 
peculiar to Chicago, for which the Irishmen of 
the United States are held in no wise responsi- 
ble. The Clan-na-Gael is a secret Irish revo- 
lutionery society, in which the members are 
upon oath to such an extent that they deny 
recognition of each other, and even that they 
are members of the order, or of the very ex- 
istence of the order itself. The Irish Land 
League of America is an open society, pledgo 
to the aid Mr. Paryell in the agitation of Irish 
home rule. It had in its membership almost 
all the Irish population of the United States, 
as well as great numbers of native Americans 
who sympathize with the Irish cause. Several 
years ago, Mr. A. M. Sullivan, of Chicago, be-- 
came president of the land league. At 
the same meeting in which he was elected, a 
resolution was passed, admitting to member- 
ship all other societies having'the Irish inter- 
estat heart. In this way the Clan-na-Gael 
came in a body, and soon rushed themselves 
not only in control of nearly all the local 
branches but into control of the national body 
itself. : 

THE TRIANGLE REACHED, 

The Clan-na-Gae) advocates what is known 
as the dynamite policy, and the first use it 
made of its power was to establish in the 
Land League what is known as the triangle. 
This was composed of three men, Alexander 
Sullivan, Michael Boland and Patrick leely. 

sy this time fhe war spirit among the Irish 
was fully roused, and contributions were sent 
in willingly. Chicago. boasts of having the 
most advanced revolutionary class of Irishmen 
outside of Ireland itself. While the 
sriangle was sending men to Eng- 
land to blow up parliament house, railway 
bridges, and similar work, there were those in 
the Land league, andevenin the Clan-na 
Gael itself, who disapproved of such work. 
Not only that, but there were those who be- 
lieved that where one dollar was spent for rey- 


olutionary purposes, ten dollars wemkinto the | , 


private pocket of the triangle. 
DR. CRONIN'S OFFENDING, 

Dr. Cronin made himself obnoxious to Sul- 
livan by the pertinacity with which he re- 
peated these charges. It is known that trials 
and convictions of various parties were held in 
Clan-na-Gael circles, and thata few parties 
became intense and bitter. On the morning 
of the 4th of May last Dr. Cronin was missing. 
Those who had been his enemies at once at- 
tracted attention by the efforts which they 
made to explainthe absence of the doctor. 
After several weeks of newspaper controversy, 
and police investigation, a body was found 
in a catch basin in Chicago, which was identi- 
fied as that of Dr. Cronin. Itsoon developed 
that Coughlin, a Chicago policeman, knew a 
great deal about the doctor’s removal. The 
arrest of Martin Burke, wM™® had fied to Mani- 
toba, led to the unfolding of the plot, and half 
a dozen persons, who had taken various parts 
in the conspiracy, were put under arrest. 

THE NESTBED OF CONSPIRACY. 

It was developed that Camp No. 20 of Clan- 
na-Gael was the one in which Dr. Cronin’s an- 
tipathy to Sullivan was most bitterly dis- 
cussed, and that a committee had been ap- 
pointed by it to take emergency action, Jolin 
I. Beggs was the presiding officer of this 
camp,and most of the men on trial were mem- 
bers ofit. Alexander Sullivan was piaced under 
arrest, and while there are plausible reasons 
to suspect his complicity, they were not suffi 
cient to hold him, and he was released upona 
writ of habeas corpus. The other men went 
on trial with the result already announced. 

THE MISSING FUNDS. 

Common gossip give these explanations of 
the cause outof which thistragedy grew. Five 
years ago Sullivan was the president of the 
National Land league. He was at the same 
time a strong republican. He resigned the 
presidency of the laud league to enter into the 
campaign in advocacy of Mr. Blaine for presi- 
dent. It was at that time that some $87,000 
of the land league fund disappeared. That 
money may have gone into regular revolution - 
ary channels for the advancement of the Irish 
cause, or again it may be that Mr. Sullivan, 
listening to Mr. Blaine’s strong anti-English 
speeches, believed that the money would be 
best spentin trying to secure his election 
to the presidency. This latter supposition is 
one which will challenge the belief of a great 
many people. If Mr. Sullivan spent the 
money for Irish revolutionary purposes, and 
Mr. Parnell had any knowledge of the fact, 
any explanation which Sullivan could make 
would be used against Parnell in his trial be- 
fore the parliamentary commission in session 
in London. If, on the other hand, he spent 
the money to aid Mr. Blaine’s election, he 
would find that a hard matter toexplain. In 
neither case could Sullivan open his mouth. 
The persistence of Dr. Cronin’s accusations 
could not remain forever unanswered. Sulli- 
van was naturally embittered against Cronin, 
and so were his many personal followers in 
Chicago. Whether Coughlin and his friends 
acted with Sullivan’s knowledge in the re- 
moval of Cronin is something which they 
alone can tell, and the mystery of the Cronin 
tragedy will probably go to the grave with 
them. 

HISTORY OF CRONIN’S DISAPPEARANCE. 

Dr. P. H. Cronin disappeared from his home 
inthe Windsor theater block, Chicago, ina 
mysterious manner on the evening of May 4, 
1889. The doctor had been living for seven 
years with Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Conklin. About 
seven o'clock in the evening a small, dark 
complexioned man drove up to the house in a 
buggy drawn bya white horse. He called 
nervously for Dr. Cronin, saying that a man 
lying at a house in the netghborhood had been 
seriously hurtand neededa physician. Dr. 
Cronin jumped into the buggy and drove away 
with the stranger. .- 

Late the same night Policemen Smith and 
Haden saw a wagon containing two men, who 
sat on a trunk, proceeding at a great rate of 
speed in the direction of Liacola park. The 
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driver cf the wagon only urged his horse the 
faster when hailed by the policemen to stop. 
Two ho. 3 later, at 1:05 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing, Policeman ‘Yay saw the same wagon on 
the Bryn Mawr road. The occupants asked 
him some questions about the lake driveway 
and disappeared in the direction of Evanston 
avenue. 

It was between this road and the. railroad 
tracks that an empty, blood-stained trunk was 
found after daylight on Sunday morning: A 
lack of-hair adhered to the lid. 

Dr. Cronin’s friends, the Conklins,becoming 
alarmed at his absence, reported the case to 
the pelice, saying that they feared that he 
might have been murdered by bis enemies in 
the Inish agitation. When the lock of hair 
found ip the trunk was shown to them they 
identified it as belonging to Dr. Cronin. 

Che missing plivsician was reported from 
time to time as having been seen in Toronto, 
Monttéal-and Ottawa, and various alleged in- 
terviews were had with him. The Counklins 
still adhered to their story that he had been 
murdgred. They stated that Dr. Cronin had 
accumulated evidence of the embezzlement of 
Irish funds by prominent agitators. This evi- 


dence he was to present at the coming Phila- 


delphia eonventien was documentary. He 
confided to the Conklins that he believed him- 
selfto be in hourly peril of his life at the 
hands of the men whom he would charge with 
infamous disloyalty td the causg. 

_ Two weeks after the fiisappearance of Dr. 
Cronin, a distigured body was found by city 
workmen in acatch basin on Evanston ave- 
uue, It was identified by the Conklins and 
other acquainrances as the body of Dr. Cronin. 
The entitication was complet6. The trunk 
and the body were linked as a starting point in 
an investigation into the murder. Thatit was 
done by hirelings of base men in the Clan-na- 
Gael was generally believed. The doctor’s 
fricnds in the organization went to work on 
the case with grim determination. His ene- 
mies were marked and watched. A German 
family named Carlson were the first to let 
light on the tragedy. Tenants to 
whom they had rented a cottage near 
their own house in the outskirts of Chicago 
havin dieappeared, the cottage was 
opene and evidences of a mur- 
der, blood stains and signs of a struggle, were 
found. Two men, who had taken the cottage 
were described to the police. As the investi- 
gation went on it appeared that three or four 
men were seen about or near the cottage on the 
night of May 4. O'Sullivan, an iceman, and 
Couchlin, a detective, were arrested on sus- 
picion. Martin Burke, who was also under 
suspicion was arrested at Winnipeg, and ex- 
tracited. Beggs, an officer in the Clan na- 
Gael, and Kunze, a friend of some of the men 
suspected, were also taken into custody. 

CULVER WAS FIXED FOR BEGGS. 

State’s Attorney Longenecker this evening, 
after a conference with one of the Cronin jury, 
whose pame he withholds, told how the 
verdict was reached. As surmised, Juror John 
Culver, who spent much of his spare time 
during the long evenings reading the Bible, 
was an influential factor. The first incident 
in this eprinection occurred while the trial was 
inp ; the time when Mrs. Conklin testi- 
fied. Thatevening Culver notified his fellow 
jurorethathesolemnly believed that she had 
committed meeny:

The cause ‘of Cronin’s 
death had not been proved, he contended, 
and he was impressed with the idea that 
Daniel Coughlin had a ‘‘good”’ face. 

When tie time for balloting arrived Culver 
voted for the acquittal] of all the defendants. 
Heo steadfastly declared that Beggs, particu- 
larly, he would not send to jail even for 
one day. The result was a (long 
struggle and repeated ballots, ending 
in the compromise verdict announced. 
Farmer Pierson had voted steadily for the 
execution of all five defendants and was the 
last man to yield. It was he who was holding 
out toward the end, and not until an hour or so 
before the verdict reached the public did he 
give in to the entreaties of his comrades. 
The leading thought of a majority of the 
jurors, other thanfCulver and Pierson, seemed 
to be to prevent a disagreement. They appar- 
ently believed that a mistrial was what had 
been aimed at by the defense. 

Discharged From the Force. 

CuicaGco, December 17.—Detectives John F.

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PARNELL’S POINTS. 


ERAL SPEECHES 


. Mr. Parnell Says There Never Was a Move- 
ment So Free From Crime as the Land 
League Movement. 


Lonpon, December 17.—Mr. Parnell, under 
an engagement to reply to the speech recently 
made by Lord Salisbury, at the conservative 
conference at Nottingham, arrived in that city 
toduy. There was a great crowd at the rail- 
way station when he arrived, and he was 
greeted with mingled groans and cheers. Mr. 
Parnell addressed a large meeting this after- 
noon. He declared that there never had been 
& movement of such magnitude to the country 
which was so comparatively free from crime 
as the land league movement. The object of 
the home rule movement, he said, was to re- 
generate Ireland, especially with regard to her 
industrial condition. §Manufactures, he said, 
might be developed to such an extent as to 
take the strain off of land and enable the peo- 
ple to look to other means than farming for 
g3ining a living, but the idea was not tenable 
that Ireland could be governed by England’s 
promoting her industries. Irishmen them- 
selves 

MUST PROMOTE IRISH INDUSTRIES 
by building harbors, cleaning the channels of 
rivers and reclaiming waste lands, not at the 
expense of the English exchequer, butof the 
Irish exchequer, or best of all, through the 
efforts of local and individual enterprise and 
with private capital. Balfour’s plan of 
making railways through impoverished dis- 
tricts was a vain expenditure of money. Home 
rule aimed at national regeneration, and this 
implied the regeneration of industries and the 
industrial and commercial spirit of the people. 
If home rule were granted it would not dis- 
courage the rich people of England from pro- 
moting industrial developments, but money 
would be judiciously and advantageously em- 
ployed, instead of being wasted, as now, 
to maintain in power a government of 
fraud and trickery. An expenditure of that 
sort would enable Ireland to get and keep her 
head above water and so exercise and develop 
the qualities of her people that she would be 
no longer an exhibition for the wonder and 
scorn of the nations of the world. [Cheers.] 

Briefly referrieng to the Parnell commission,

: TO THE TENANTS’ LEAGUE. 

He said that this was by far the greatest and 
most. powerful peaceabl6 movement ever or- 
ganized in Ireland or any other country.

d. She did not submit. On the contrary, 
the people’s dislike of the government was 
tenfold more intense for the experiences of 
three years of coercion. But the country, 
though it did not yield, was tranquil, because 
ofthe faith it had in the assurances of Mr. 
Gladstone, that the triumplaztt liberal party 
would soon give it its legitimate freedom. 
Mr. Parnell would not say that it would be 
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This had led to the formation of a new agra- 
rian movement which would sweep Balfour 
and his props away as chaff is swept before a 
whirlwind. If the government had nothing to 
be ashamed of in its connection with the 
Times, doubtless it would gratify curiosity 
by making known the truth about that matter.

KILLED BY THE WIRES. 


Another Horrible Death From Contact With 
Electricity. 

TozEpo, December 17.—This morning Rob- 
ert S. Dalton, a painter employed by the Lake 
Shore railroad, went tothe top of the train 
shed to measure askylight for repairs. He 
was missed a couple of hours afterward and 
the foreman climbed to the roof to investigate.

A HORRIBLE SPECTACLE. 

His face was black and from his mouth great 
flake§ of foam hag fallen over his face and on 
tothe roof. His left arm, which was fearfully 
burned above the elbow, was drawn up close 
to hisside, the elbow bent and across his 
breast were two burnt strips about three inches 
wide, where he had touched the wires. 

It is surmised that in walking on the roof 
he slipped and in endeavoring to catch him- 
self backed up against one of the wires over 
which he fell, his shoulders striking on the 
other wire, while his back, just at the base of 
the spine, rested over the wire where he first 
fell. His clothing was wet from the rain and 
made an excellent conductor and receiving as 
he did the combined force of the current from 
two wires, his death: must have been instan- 
taneous. Dalton was a sober, industrious man, 
aged 40, living in Elkhert, Ind., where he has 
a wife and children. His body was sent there 
this afternoon.

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A Century of the Race Problem. 

The Charleston News and Courier has 
collected and grouped together some ex- 
pressions of opinion concerning the race 
problem, 

As far back as a hundred years ago 
Thomas Jefferson wrote: 

“Nothing is more clearly written in the Book of 
Destiny than the emancipation of the blacks; and 


it is equally certain that the two races will never 
live in a state of equal freedom under the same gov- 
ernment, so insurmountable are the barri which 
nature, habit and opinion have established between 
them. 

In these words we have a prodiction 
already half fulfilled—a prediction from one 
of the wisest statesman of his time. Many 
years afterwards, Abraham Lincoln, then 
the candidate of a party which was hostile 
to the institution of slavery, said: 

‘There is a physical difference between the white 
and biack races, which I believe will forever forbid 
the (wo races living together ou terms of social and 
political equality.’’ 

Still later President Grant felt that the 
problem was of such serious importance as 
to justify the separation of the races, and 
uniecr his direction an effort was made to 
purchase San Domingo, ‘‘asa kind of asylum 
for the negroes, and as a safety valve for 
@urselves.’’ 

Similar opinions have been expressed all 
through our history by thoughtful men north 
and south, without regard to politics. Only 
the other day Professor Scomp, of Emory 
college, wrote in the Forum: 

“Whatisthe remedy? Sadly, yet with perfect 
conviction, we are driven to the inevitable conclu 
sion thatifthe negro’s citizenship, and bissocial 
and business privileges, are to have play and de- 
Felopment, it must be upon another soil than that 
ofthe whites. As equals, the races cannot and will 
pot exist together.’’ 

*‘An Appeal to Pharaoh,’’ a book thatis 
widely read and discussed, is on the same 
line, and the News and Courier is so much 
impressed by the drift of sentiment and the 
facts of the case that it has come to the 
following conclusion: 

The negro is able to exist alone, and with the im- 
pulse he has received under our civilization he can 
furnish from hisown ranks all the instruments of 
improvement and growth. Therichest colored man 
in South Carolina is a genuine negro, and he de- 
clares himself willing togo. There are able regro 
preachers, teachers, lawyers, doctors, There are 
skilled mechanics and successful farmers among 
their number, everywhere, They can supply also 
soldiers and sailors. In tact they can supply all the 
elements for founding and building up a new state 
ona civilized and Christian basis in the land of 
their fathers. The News and Courier recently con- 
tained information of the building of the first steam- 
boat on the west coast of Afica by Clement Irons, 
& Degro born and brought upin Charleston. 

It would be, it seems to us, 8 far-reaching econ- 
omy to assist these people to enter a fleld suited to 
the widest employment and highest development 
of their energies. They would create new markets 
for American productions, and in pushing the en- 
terprises of America tothe heart of the vast conti- 
ment of Africa would reflect undying glories upon 
the land of their hard bondage and severe dis- 
cipline. 

It is a very big problem as soon as people 
begin discussing it. But it is only discussed 
periodically. From time to time it comes 
to the surface, and then disappears. One 
thing is worthy of note. When both races 
are thinking of other matters, and are hard 
at work to better their material condition, 
the problem ceases to be a problem—nobody 
thinks of it during a period of prosperous 
industry and good government. 

After all, anything can be turned intoa 
problem by writing and talking about it. 
A great blessing to the country just now 
would be a philosopher who would convince 
both whites and blacks that their most im- 
portant material problem is involved in 
earning an honest living, securing a home, 
and laying up something for hard times. 
Business first, and the race problem later, 


The Ramie Problem. 

It seems that, after all, Atlanta is to solve 
the ramie problem. Mr. Waiter T. Forbes, 
of this city, has invented a chemical process 
which, according to all appearances, isa 
complete success. 

Mr. Forbes, who is well known in Atlan- 
ta, has sent some samples of the prepared 
gatnie fiber tothe New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat, which is pnblished in a region where 
great interest is manifested in ramie cul- 
ture, and that paper says that the specimens 
forwarded by Mr. Forbes are beautiful, very 


Jong, and silky, and they might pass any- 


where for raw silk. 

The whole ramie problem consists in a 
cheap and rapid preparation of the fiber, 
and this problem Mr. Forbes thinks he has 
solved. By his process every fiber retains 
ite original length, and the gum and rosin 
in the bark are dissolved cheaply and 
quickly. There is already a market in this 
country for ramie, and experiments made in 
various parts of the south demonstrate that 
it can be successfully cultivated. If Mr. 
Forbes’s process isas cheap and as rapid 
as he is led to believe by his experiments 
thus far, nothing remains but for our plant- 
ers to make ramie one of their money crops. 

Mr. Fremerey, of Texas, writing in the Man. 
ufacturers’ Record, gives the method of culti- 
vating ramie, which, under the circumstan- 
ces, will be interesting to our farmers. The 
geed should first be sown in a bed in March, 
where they will have to be treated with 
gome care. When they are from six to 
seven inches high, they are mature enough 
to be transplanted to the field. 

The ground for aramie plantation should 
be plowed to a depth of from eight to ten 
inches, and subsoiled to a further depth of 
from four to six inches, in order to allow 
the tap roots all facilities to get a firm start. 
This work done, two furrows of six inches 
deep and two feet apart are plowed, in which 
the slips are placed at distances of one foot. 
They are planted so that only the leaves 
stand out. On each side of the plants a 
foot of ground should be kept free for the 
mse of the plants. A space of one foot on 
each side of the bed is left for cultivating 
Foade and for irrigating purposes. 

Ramie is a perennial plant, and requires 
no furtber tillage than light cultivating after 


| each crop and some weeding in the first year. 
Mr. Fremerey says that no pains ought to 
be spared at the very start, as upon the first 
care the success of such a plantation de- 
pends. Soon after transplanting the plants 
should be irrigated for the purpose of setting 
the ground firmly round the roots, 

As soon as the plants have reached a 
length of fifteen or sixteen inches one of the 
sprouts of each should be bent over in the 
center of the bed and covered with ground, 
leaving some three or four inches of the top 
free. These sprouts soon take root, andin a 
few months the whole patch iscovered with 
luxuriantly growing plants. The sprouts 
not bent over have to be cut near the ground 
for the better development of the roots. By 
the end of June the stalks will have reached 
to a height of 3 or 4 feet, when they should 
be cut regardless of the value of the fibre. 
New sprouts immediately will make their 
appearance, 8 or 10 to each root, growing so 
fast as to be almost one inch long in 24 
hours and furnishing in 6 or 8 weeks the 
first fair crop of fibre stalks. 

The propagation of ramie is done not only 
by seeds, but also by sprouts, cuttings and 
roots. Not long after planting, suckers will 
appear in the roads. These should be cut 
after each crop, as the roads must be kept 
free for irrigation and sweeping purposes. 
In the first year the ground should be kept 

ree of weeds; after that the plant will per- 

fomrmthis work itself by suffocating them. 
In the southern states ramie blooms during 
July and August, and seeds ripen in Sep- 
tember, 


Mr. Fremerey thus figures the returns: 

An acre of land contains nearly 44,000 square 
feet, on which 20,000 ramie plants can be grown. On 
a two or three-year-old plantation each root pro- 
duces from 25 to 50, or even 60 or more stalks, I 
only admit 15 stems growing to a length ot from 
six or seven feet. Sixty-five stalks of ribbons peeled 
dry or green will yield one pound of marketable 
ribbons (I only will admit 100 stems), at the rate of 
five cents per pound, I thus figure up: 20,00) 
plants by 15 stalks equal 300,000 stalks; 100 stalks 
yield one pound, equal 3,000 pounds of ribbon, at 
five cents per pound, $150; four crops per year equal 
$600—gross returns per acre. 

Mr. Fremerey counts in the expense of 
transportation to a decorticating machine 
at $16, and the cost of preparing four crops 
at $50. If Mr, Forbes’s process is simple 
enough and cheap enough to be employed 
by the planters themselves, this expense 


must be carried largely to the profit side.

“A Village Hampden.” 

Benjamin Russell, of Danvers, Massachu- 
setts, is introduced to the general public by 
the Boston Globe as ‘‘a village Hampden.’’ 

The original Hampden, it will be recol- 
lected, refused to pay his share of,a forced 
loan levied by his king. The Darvers pa- 
triot is not fighting any unusual or extra- 
ordinary measure. He simply refuses to 
pay his poll tax for one year. It cannot be 
said that itis a matter of principle with 
him, because he has paid the tax for 1888, 
and it is the tax for the previous year that 
he is withholding. His plea is that he is a 
hard-working man witha large family; that 
he has paid other taxes, and indirectly has 
helped to pay the taxes of his grocer, and 
baker and landlord, Furthermore, he says 
that he has no money. 

Now, in Massachusetts, the poll tax isa 
big thing. A man must pay it or the 
authorities will know the reason why. So 
Mr. Russell has been sent to jail, and he is 
likely to stay there for sometime, as he will 
not let any one pay the tax for him. 

The Globe comes to the defense of the 
prisoner, glorifies him, denounces the law as 
a disgrace, and says that the poll tax must 
go. 

We feel inclined to agree with our con- 
temporary that the Massachusetts law is too 
severe. The disfranchisement of Russell 
for failing to pay the poll tax would be a 
sufficient punishment without sending him 
to jail. But it does not follow that the man 
is another Hampden, or that his example is 
to be commended, His poverty is to be de- 
plored, but his refusal to allow his friends 
to pay his tax appears to be unreasonable 
obstinacy, when the fact is considered that 
he voluntarily paid his tax for one year. 
Undoubtedly the law should be modified, 
but while it remains in force in its present 
shape good citizens will obey it. MRussell’s 
example should not be followed. 
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Protect the Northern Negroes. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, which, in 
its hours of ease, is a rabid republican or- 
gan and hard to please, seems to know a 
great deal more about the condition of the 
negro in the south than it does of his con- 
dition in the north. At any rate, it seems 
to be more interested in the southern negro. 
This interest is so pronounced and so per- 
sistent that it isa wonder the northern ne- 
groes, considering the unpromising nature 
of their environment, do not present a some- 
what jealous front to the editorial philan- 
thropist. 

The Globe-Democrat, commenting on the 
president’s unjust aspersions on the south 
In his message, remarks that ‘“‘not a single 
southern statesman has offered any plan 
that is calculated to improve the negro’s 
status as a voter or help him to secure his 
legal rights as a citizen. On the contrary, 
the uniform tendency of such schemes is to 
discredit and neutralize his relation to the 
political side of things. The problem,”’’ 
continues the Globe-Democrat, ‘‘is being 
worked out on the line of the elimination of 
the colored clement from all the processes 
by which officers are chosen and issues de- 
termined.’’ 

Following this is an appealtothe gov- 
ernment to take the matter in hand and 
deal with the negro in good faith, and all 
that sort of thing. But the question arises, 
what is the government to do with the 
northern negro? Why is there not some 
movement for his protection put on foot by 
the republicans? 

The situation of the northern. negro Is al- 
together different from that of his brother in 
the south. Heis no longer coddied by the 
philanthropists. All the good words and 
good intentions of the republicans (such as 
they are) are directed southward, and the 
northern negro is left to shift for himself. 
He knows no taste of social equality. By a 
public opinion that is overpowering because 
it is unanimous, heis driven out of every 
profession, trade -or calling, where he is 
likely to come in competition with white 
men, When he tries to earn an honest liv- 
ing he is forced into the most menial posi- 
tions, and when he desires to rent or buy a 
house for himself and his family he is driven 
to the slums. This isthe testimony of ne- 
gro preachers and leaders at the north who 
have been moved to write to the newspapers 
on the subject. : 

As to politics, he is allowed to yote be-

cause he votes the republican ticket; but he is 
not permitted to hold office. Occasionally he 
manages to get a position, but it is always 
an insignificant one. Now we refer the

Jesse Mason, a young colored man, _recent- 
ly published inthe Aledo, Illinois, Demo- 
crat,

Captain W. H. Harrison has been in receipt 
lately of numberless applications from the widows 
of confederate soldiers asking for pensions. He 
said yesterday that he found great difficulty in con- 
vincing people of his inability to meet these de- 
mands. The last legislature made noappropriation 
for widows of soldiers, and, therefore, Captain Tip 
has no power to give them any monory. The legis- 
lature did, however, pass an act submitting to the 
vote of the peop/e a constitutional amendment, to 
be voted on October, 1890, and if ratified by the 
people, the legislature, which assembles in Novem- 
ber next, will be authorized to pension the soldiers’

MR. GRADY AT HOME 


THE RECEPTION TO HAVE BEEN 
TENDERED PREVENTED. 


He Was Met by a Great Number of Promi- 
nent People Yesterday at the Carshed— 
Dr. Orme Considers His Illness Serious. 


Mr. Grady and his party returned home yes- 
terday. 

The preparations made for his reception by 
the business men of the city, as given in yes- 
terday’s ConsTITUTIOoNn, wore carried out with 
enthusiasm to the point where Mr. Crady was 
to-have been carried from the depot to the 
chamber of commerce, and the programme 
was broken at this point by his serious illness. 

The train was due here at 11 o’clock, and an 
hour before that time the chamber of com- 
merce was crowded, while another party of 
two or three hundred were waiting at the car- 
shed. 

Before 11 o’clock came it was given out that 
the train was three hours late, and within half 
an hour afterwards the sidewalks were dotted 
with circulars announcing this fact. 

The effect of this was to break up, for the 
time being, the crowd which had been in- 
creasing rapidly about the depot main en- 
trance, and adjourn the meetiug at the cham- 
ber of commerce until « half hour before 2 
o’clock. 

Then, beginning about 1, the crowd gathered 
agaiv, larger than before. .The delay had 
caused some uneasiness, and a great many 
people were waiting at the depot, watching 


gram from Mr, Grady, sent from Lula, asking 
the doctor to meet him at the train, as he was 
jl] and would have to place himself under his 
physician’s care at once. 

This telegram was shown to Mr. Oglesby, 
and the news carried at once to the chamber 
of commerce. It was not generally known, 
however, and the crowd about the depot in- 
creased steadily. 

The gates were 
throwsz open as the train rolled in, and the 
crowd pressed into the depot. 

Dr. Orme was one of the first to meet Mr. 
Grady at the door of his car. Mr. Don Ba i 
was next. With one of these gentlemen on 
either side of him Mr. Grady stepped from the 
car. 

‘'Three cheers——’’ said some one in the 
crowd. 

The sentence was interrupted by the cheer- 
ing, which continued for several seconds. 

Mr. Grady was carried through the crowd to 
Dr. Orme’s carriage, and was driven home as 
rapidly as possible. 

A beautiful floral wreath was thrown over his 
shoulders in going through the crowd, and this 
he carried with him. 

An open caariage, drawn by four white 
horses, was waiting for him at the main 
entrance of the depot, but Dr. Orme thought 
it best to use his private carriage, and thus 
prevent delay in getting his patient away from 
the confusion. 

It was all done before the crowd fairly real- 
ized what was being done. The news that Mr. 
Grady was seriously ill was heard with many 
expressions of regret and the crowd gradually 
dispersed. 

DR. ORME SPEAKS OF HIS CONDITION. 

Dr. Orme said at his home last evening: 

‘‘Mr. Grady left home with a severe cold. I 
was apprehensive, in fact, that he would not be 
able to speak in Boston. After the speech he 
contracted cold anew, and it now amounts to 
bronchitis, and is accompanied with fever. He 
is now in bed, and it will require some time to 
get in sbape for business. I have been out 
twice tosee him, He is still feverish and I 
have strictly prohibited his seeing anybody or 
attending to any kind of business. 


AN OCUASIONAL GOSSIP. 


The news of the death of Rev. Dr. Reuben 
Jeffrey, at Brooklyn, brought deep sorrow to the 
many people of Atlanta, who had learned to love 
and admire the eminent divine during his shor‘ 
pastorate in this city. Of him the New York Herald 
in a notice of his death, said : 

Few preachers were better known. He was born 
in Leicester, England, February 15th, 1827, and 
came tothis country with his father, a physician, 
when only nine years old. The family settled in 
Geneva, this state, and for some years the deceased 
labored on farms, and little | little secured an 
education. He finally entered Madison university, 
New York state, and studied for the ministry. e 
graduated in I847, and, after beingin charge of 
several small churches, he was called to the 

residency of the Tabernacle Lay college in 
873. The same year he received a call to 
the Marey Avenue Baptist church, Brooklyn, where 
he remained until 1850, when he accepied a ca!l to 
a Baptist church in Denver, Col, aud remained 
there until 1884. going thence to Indianapolis and 
remaining in charge of a prominent church there 
until last vear, when he was forced to retire on ac- 
count of ill health, He came to Brooklyn, where 
he remained upto thetimeof hisdeath. Mr. Jef- 
frey was known as the leader in the so-called lib- 
eral movement in the Baptist church. It was said 
of him that he claimed the credit of a bap- 
tized more children than any ether preacher in the 
Baptist church, Every church to which Mr. Jeffery 
was ever caljed was found to be too small to ac- 
commodate all who desired to join, and under his 
torate a new church was always built. 


They were sitting at a Kimball house break- 
fast table—two prominent Georgia statesmen, a 
railroad man and a@well known theatrical man- 
ager.

There was no name in history, he said, 
for which he had a greater respect than that of 
Georgia’s great statesman. And though Mr. 
Stephens differed widely in his views from 
most of the colored race, still he could see his 
e- qualities and admire them.

alker claimed that the negro race must show 
that they deserved what they asked for, and 
that education was the great factor that would 
raise the colored race to the position the 
wished to fill. In the strongest terms he ad- 
vocated education, and said impressively that 
every child in the rising generation should be 
fitted by learning to assume a position either 
as a business or a professional man.

Hons. L. E. Bleckley, Chief Jastice, and M. 
H. Blandford aud T. J. Simmons, Asso- 
ciate Justices—Keported by Peeples and 
Stevens, Supreme Court Reporters. 


Sims vs. E. & W. R. R. Co. of Ala. Case. 
from City Court of Carteravile. Railroads. 
Negligence. Master and Servaut. Nonsuit, 
Before Judge Neel. 

Blecklev, C. J.—1. For two persons of com- 
petent strength to load an open ‘fiat-car with 
lumber of uniform length. breadth and thick- 
ness, by piling the same in parallel tiers one 
after another, isto do work which common 
laborers cay perform without more hazard to 
their own security than appertains to ordinary 
manual labor. It requircs no special skill 
nor antecedent training, and therefore a youth 
seventeen years of ago who engages in it as 
pert of the business for which he was em- 
ployed by the railway company, is not unduly 
exposed by reason merely of being left unin- 
structed in the mode of doing the work, and 
unwarned beforehand cf any danger attend- 
ing it. 

2, The plaintiff having bee injured by some 
of the lumber falling upon him, and there be- 
ing no evidence that the doing of such work 

roperly was daugerous, or that he did not
